The 
Straits Chinese have yet to develope 
‘instinet, the _ Indians 
think a lot but say nothing, and 
tthe Malays live their ldyllic kam- 
pong life, growing paddy and fruit

ing in the streams, untouched by 
modern civilization | except when 
tHey -,came into the towns, and 
when they degenerate lamentably, 
So .that the Jeader-writer in 
this country. is often afflicted 
‘with a sense of unreality as he re- 
views world affsirs -day by day. 
In so far as active public diseus- 
‘sion and controversy is necessiry 
to lift a newpaper from the class 
of purely © literary or even. paro; 
chial productions, there is little 
hope for the journalist in Malaya, 
unless he be possessed of very ex- 
ceptional mehtal equipment, abi- 
lity, and vigour of mind. -in 
theory, of course a leader Should 
-be. worth « writing, if only. as af 
exercise in thought, and if it at- 
tratts one. intelligent - reader. it 
has justified itself; but in practice 
it is discouraging to feel the

Chinese who recently arrived from 
Shanghai. Although it is pos- 
sible that Schroeder took the 
poison himself, the police believe 
that he was murdered, and there 
is a suggestion that a consider- 
able amount of money: is missing. 
It is certain that thore is a great 
deal more in the affair than ap- 
pears at first sight, and there is a 


theory that a big smuggling gang} ° 


in Shanghai is mixed up in the 
affair, but at this stage it is Im- 
possible to say more than that. 
Very little is known about Schroe- 
der down here, ‘He was'in Singa- 
Pore some twenty years ago, and 
of, recent years he. has been heard 
of in Saigon and Rangoon. He 
served a sentence of imprisqnment 
in the French port, it is said, and 
he camo down from _Shanghal 
about three months. ago and open- 
ed an office as a ship-chandler.
